WHEREAS, the Oneida General Tribal Council is the governing body of the

Oneida Tribe of Indians of Wisconsin, and

WHEREAS, the Oneida Business Committee has been delegated the authority of

Article IV, Section 1 of the Oneida Tribal Constitution by the
Oneida General Tribal Council, to manage all the economic affairs
and enterprises of the Oneida Tribe, and

WHEREAS, the Oneida Tribe has acquired in fee status the following parcel

described as: Schuh Propert

A parcel of land located in part of Private Claim 20, Section 30, Township 23 North,
Range 19 East, Town of Oneida, Outagamie County, Wisconsin, bounded and described
as follows: Beginning at the Southwest corner of Section 30; thence N 00°28749" W,
724.00 feet along the West line of the Southwest 1/4 of Section 30 to the South line
of lands described in Volume 149 of Deeds on page 157 as evidenced and occupied;
